He had just been ap¬ 
pointed for another term on the 
Public Library Board June 12. 

The City Council Saturday- 
adopted a re.solution express¬ 
ing its “sincere regret at the 
loss of such a good citizen.” 
The resolution extended its 
sympathy to surviving mem¬ 
bers of the family. 

Mr. Bigelow, born in Buffalo, 
New York, moved with his fam¬ 
ily to Sierra Madre six years 
ago and took up residence at 
47 Auburn. He came to the 
Southland from New York to 
serve as estimating engineer 
for Kaiser Steel Corporation. He 
was an active member of the 
Masonic Order while living in 
Buffalo. 

Mr. Bigelow is survived by 
his wife, Maude, two sons, 
Bayard Bigelow Jr. of Hartford, 
Conn., and Frank M. Bigelow 
of Fayetteville, NY.; one 
daughter, Mrs. Jean Frederick 
of Pasadena; and five grand¬ 
children.

‘RAT ORDINANCE’ PROVIDES 
FINE, JAIL FOR VIOLATORS 


NEW SCHOOL 
ROOMS READY 


It is unlawful to maintain any building, lot, or premises in 
such a condition as to permit the breeding or harboring of flies, 
rats, and cockroaches, under provisions of Sierra Madre's Rot 
Ordinance which was adopted June 26. 

Setting up a possible fine of $300 or a jail sentence of three 
months, the ordinance makes it illegal to accumulate rubbish 
which might harbor rates unless it is elevated 18 inches above 
the ground. 

City Attorney T. Guy Cornyn, 
ruled that the word “premises” 
would include palm trees, 
which have been considered a 
favorite habitat of rats.

No person shall use a build¬ 
ing for the preparation or dis¬ 
play of food which in the opin¬ 
ion of the health officer is like¬ 
ly to become infested with rats 
unless the structure has been 
ratproofed, the ordinance states 
in effect. 

In addition, all buildings 
used for the storage or hand¬ 
ling of food, except dwellings 
or apartments, shall be rat- 
proofed, It is ruled.

Wilson. 18, was issued a cita¬ 
tion last week for the “exces¬ 
sive noise” caused by the pipes. 

In court Saturday, the youth 
explained that he since has 
put steel wool inside the muf¬ 
fler to deaden the sound. 

“Besides,” he said, “I’d hate 
to take them off. I just spent 
$75 to have them put on.” 

Judge Mead pointed out that 
the pipes are illegal and said 
in the long run it probably 
would cost him more than $75 
if he left the pipes on.

Reports on 
War Work 

Mrs. Florence Peterson, exe¬ 
cutive secretary of the Sierra 
Madre Red Cross Chapter, this 
week released figures and facts 
summ.aiizing ARC activities in 
Korea for a lO month period, 
beginning with the invasion of 
the 38th Parallel last June. 

These figures show that Red 
Cross supplies started rolling 
into South Korea within a few 
days of the initial Communist 
invasion and have continued 
steadily since that time.

permit. 

The basic purpose of closing 
these areas in the summer is 
to protect our watersheds. 

All Sierra Madre residents 
are (or should be) aware of 
the twofold benefits of our 
brush covered mountains in 
providing us with clear water 
year 'round and in preventing 
floods and flood damage. 

They know that one fire in 
one of our canyons followed by 
heavy rain could send rocks 
and debris hurtling down to 
damage homes and endanger 
lives. This happened in the 
Montrose-La Crescentaa rea in 
1938 and our residents know 
it could happen again here. 

They know that, once burned 
off, our heavy brush takes up 
to fifty years to grow back to 
its full extent, and that during 
that period of one generation 
Wciter levels may be disastrous¬ 
ly low. 

Unfortunately, all of the peo¬ 
ple who visit these mountains 
each summer do not know 
these things. Often they live 
in, or have recently come from 
regions totally different from 
ours with little fire danger. 

For this reason we have 
found that the most effective 
way of preventing fire is to 
close these high hazard areas 
to all public use while the fire 
danger is extreme. 

We have now had seven ab¬ 
normally dry years in a row 
of which this year is the dry- 
est. We dare not take a chance -

WILL FIGHT 
GANGRENE 


Public Invited 
To Lions’ Talk 
On Investment

A new drug which promises 
to revolutionize the treatment

000 partially disabled and more 
than 6,000,000 who suffer from 
continuous or recurrent pain. 
New drugs and treatments are 
helping many and offer the hope 
that medical science will add yet 
another to its list of conquered 
diseases. 

Answer to Question No. 2: 

2. Trained health personnel is 
of supreme importance in de¬ 
fense against the results of 
atomic bombardment. Hospitals 
may be bombed out but it would 




be difficult to wipe out the 
trained personnel of an entire 
metropolitan area. So long as 
there are doctors, nurses and 
first aid workers in sufficient 
numbers, the injured can be 
cared for. Some member of ev¬ 
ery family should have first aid 
training.

3. Before the days of anti¬ 
septic surgery, surgeons wore 
their oldest coats for operating 
and sometimes used the same 
coat for as long as 20 years. 
After Dr. Joseph Lister’s dis¬ 
covery of the principle of anti¬ 
sepsis a radical change in dress 
occurred. Eventually the sterile 
hospital gown and mask as we 
know them today were adopted. 
Modern surgical cleanliness has 
saved countless lives.

Poore, 500 Grove street, who 
died Sunday of injuries result¬ 
ing from being struck, drag¬ 
ged, and run over by a car 
in Pasadena. 

Mr. Poore, 44, was chairman 
of the School of Business at 
Pasadena City College. 

He was fatally injured on 
South Marengo avenue, Satur¬ 
day, by a car driven by Wil¬ 
liam T. Kester, 75, 1015 Oak 
Grove avenue, San Marino. In 
the meantime, William W. 
Harper, nationally-known con¬ 
sulting physicist, had been hir¬ 
ed Monday by the Pasadena 
Police Department to investi¬ 
gate causes of the accident.
